1. The NSC Staff paper based on State's proposal, 
and considerable? discussion, to fill in the gap of NSC L 
about planning now for overt psychological operations in 
time of war, will be over today, enroute the Consultants. 



2. In suggesting the planning nucleus, there in 
provision for CIA^representatio^on this planning staff 
along with Army, Navy, Air and Resources Board. Presumably, 
it will be run by the State Department, somewhere in George 
Allen's office, and that the Block Committee, as such, vdll 
then be discontinued. 


3. I see no great need for CIA participation, 
certainly not full time, on such a planning staff, union 
is to consider only overt operations in time of war. file 
NSC Staff, thought, however, that there should be a tia 
in, because CIA is presumably planning for covert operas 
tions in time of war. As 1 recall it, the only consultants 
in the new paper will be Defense and State, as much oi 
its language is derived from NSC 10/2,
